In just two short years, 1976 will be upon us, a year that is important to 
the country as a whole as it is, of course, the year of the bi-centennial, and 
important to us at the Cape Playhouse as it will be our Golden Anniversary 
year. 

Already we are making plans to celebrate this 50th birthday in an appro- 
priate manner; and we would welcome any suggestions that you, our patrons 
and subscribers, may have to help us make this a truly gala occasion. 

During the past winter, our public relations director, Ed Tracy, has been 
busy interviewing Gold Key Subscribers, Playhouse friends and former em- 
ployees with long memories about the earliest days of the theatre, dating 
back to the mid-twenties when Raymond Moore, our founder, got the theatre 
going and established the policies and tone that the two succeeding man- 
aging directors, Richard Aldrich and Charles Mooney, have successfully kept 
up. Dr. Tracy has also done a great deal of research in local libraries and 
newspaper morgues trying to track down as much information as possible 
about the pre-war years in particular. He has drawn up an outline of the his- 
tory of the Playhouse and intends to start writing the souvenir book next 
year. Publication date is scheduled for the winter of 1976. Anyone who has in 
his possession memorabilia pertaining to Playhouse history such as programs, 
posters, newspaper clippings, pictures etc. is asked to contact either Dr. or 
Mrs. Tracy at the Playhouse office. We are especially interested in hearing 
from anyone who can describe the beautiful gardens that were part of the 
Playhouse grounds prior to the War or who remembers the exhibits at the Art 
Center. In fact, anyone who has an interesting recollection of those early 
days should get in touch with us. 

We hope to have lobby displays, special guests connected with 
Playhouse history and appearances of stars who got their start here. All this is 
in the planning stage, of course, but in order to make the Anniversary a suc- 
cess we need the help and cooperation of everyone. May we count on you?

WHO'S WHO IN THE CAST 





BETSY PALMER (Vinnie). ‘‘You’ve 
Gotta Have a Gimmick’ could well 
have been written for Betsy Palmer. 
She heard these discouraging words 
often enough during her days as a 
drama student. Now Betsy is alter- 
nating between all the media: tele- 
vision, radio, films, theatre and lec- 
ture tours. Betsy doesn’t have a 
gimmick, she just has talent, 
beauty, and a personality that 
makes her irresistible. Betsy is a 
standout in all phases of the enter- 
tainment industry. She sprang into 
prominence during television’s 
‘“solden age,’’ when she received 
kudos for performances in such 
stellar dramatic shows _ as 
ePlaynouse 907 (Wis. stecli Four, 
““Climax,’’ and ‘‘Kraft Television 
Theatre.”” She was a regular on the 
“Today” show with Dave Garroway, 
on “I’ve Got A Secret,’” on which 
she appeared as a panelist for ele- 
ven years, was hostess of the televi- 
sion series, ‘Girl Talk’’ for a year 
and a half. On Broadway she starred 
for a year in ‘‘Cactus Flower.” Ir- 
regularly, she has appeared on the 
Johnny Carson, Merv Griffin and 
Mike Douglas shows. Blonde, 
blue-eyed Betsy Palmer became an 
actress as the result of an aptitude 
test, which showed she was suited 
for a career in the arts where ‘‘she 
would meet a lot of people.’’ She 
studied dramatic arts at De Paul 
University in Chicago, then joined 


the Lake Geneva Stock Company 
where she played in ‘The Petrified 
Forest’’ with Richard Carlson, 
“Happy Birthday’”’ with Imogene 
Coca, and ‘‘Papa Is All’’ with the late 
Mady Christians. Reversing Horace 
Greeley’s advice, Miss Christians 
told Betsy a girl with her looks and 
talent should ‘‘go east’’ — and Betsy 
went. She arrived in New York a 
friendly, self-confident girl. Undis- 
mayed by the competitive jungle 
that is known as New York theatre, 
she was equipped with a smile that 
makes you smile in response, and 
the kind of warm personality that 
makes you think you’ve been inti- 
mate friends for years and years, as 
millions of television viewers have 
discovered for themselves. How- 
ever, her warmth and good looks so 
satisfied people that they never felt 
the need to look beneath the sur- 
face, and ‘‘television’s golden girl’’ 
became the stereotype she was 
stuck with. Betsy’s smile didn’t 
open doors for her, but persever- 
ance, making rounds, auditions — 
the standard procedure for young 
hopefuls — began slowly to pay off 
with the small walk-on parts in tele- 
vision, a three month stint in a radio 
soap opera and television commer- 
cials. In between jobs, Betsy felt the 
discouragements of the newcomer 
trying to get ahead. At one point, 
she auditioned for the understudy 
part in ‘‘The Moon Is Blue”’ and 
was, instead, given the lead. When 
she discovered the company was 
headed for Chicago, she told the as- 
tonished producers, “I can’t go to 
Chicago — | just came from there.” 
She was in New York to stay. That 
is, until Hollywood beckoned.
